Speakers 

Tall, broad, and heavy, this 
type of speaker contains 
multiple drivers to cover 
the entire audio spectrum.

Because compact and 
bookshelf speakers typi- 
cally can't give you the 
deep bass your movies 
and music deserve, you 
should combine them 
with a subwoofer or two.

The Right HDMI Cable 

An HDMI cable carries high-clef video and audio between your home theater devices, such as your HDTV and your A/V re- 
ceiver. However, you need to pay attention to the speed of an HDMI cable before you buy it. Here's what to look for.

Standard HDMI Cables 

Your Blu-ray player and other devices can generate 
incredible high-resolution images, and certainly your 
HDTV can render those images to perfection. But if 
you don't have the appropriate cables connecting your 
components, you're not seeing the best picture that 
your equipment has to offer. A standard HDMI cable can 
transmit data at up to 2.25Gbps, which can support video 
resolutions up to 1 080L This means that a standard cable 
won't have any problems sending 720p or 1080i HD video 
signals and decent audio from your source devices to your 
HDTV. That said, a standard HDMI cable won't be able 
to handle the full picture and sound quality of Blu-ray, 
namely 1080p video, 3D, and uncompressed HD audio. 



High-Speed HDMI Cables 

High-speed HDMI cables can transmit video at 10.2Gbps 
or higher, which is more than four times as fast as stan- 
dard-speed cables. Those higher speeds are plenty fast 
enough to support resolutions up to 1080p HD and be- 
yond. If you intend to watch 3D content, that too requires 
a high-speed HDMI cable, because 3D video can involve 
sending double the data each second to your HDTV. High- 
speed cables also support top-quality HD audio, including 
uncompressed formats such as DTS-HD Master Audio and 
Dolby TrueHD. Finally, high-speed HDMI cables are ready 
for advanced video technologies such as Deep Color and 
the new 4K resolution, which has four times the level of 
picture detail as 1080p Full HD.

These devices may be good enough to use when you 
have no other option to capture photos or video, but it's 
often impossible to print or enlarge the media without 
digital artifacts (such as spots or speckles) appearing.

Even 
in low light, most cameras can capture sharp, well-exposed 
images that can easily be enlarged and printed. Convenient, 
flexible, and available to fit most budgets, a DSLR or point- 
and-shoot camera will produce better stills than a camcorder 
almost every time. If quality video footage is your goal, you'll 
find that a digital camcorder can produce sharper, brighter 
video than just about any still camera. Many camcorders offer 
automatic stabilization features, displays that flip and rotate for 
convenient viewing, autofocus, smooth optical zooms, and the 
ability to record 1 080p HD video.

Image Sensor 

Digital cameras use a special chip called an image sensor to capture photos and video. It's sort of a reusable substitute for the 
film that old cameras used. Before you buy a new camera, take a moment to learn why its image sensor is so important. 
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Decipher Sensor Specs 

Camera vendors use image sensors 
made with various technologies. 
Most are CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) sensors, 
but some are BSI (back side illumi- 
nated) CMOS for better low light per- 
formance or CCD (charge-coupled 
device) in high-end cameras. All 
three sensor types are capable of 
taking very good pictures, so the 
main thing to consider is the image 
quality of the photos and videos a 
particular camera can produce. 



Size Really Does Matter 

Most point-and-shoot cameras' sensors 
are roughly half an inch in diagonal 
size, such as 1/2.3-inch or a larger 
1/1 .7-inch. Most sensors of an inch or 
bigger — the kind used in D-SLR and 
compact system cameras — have non- 
numeric names such as Four Thirds or 
APS-C. Bigger sensors tend to capture 
light with less electronic noise, re- 
sulting in crisper and clearer images. 
This is why the tiny sensors in typical 
cell phone cameras produce grainier 
pictures than most point-and-shoots. 



Megapixels' Real Benefit 

It's no longer true that the more mega- 
pixels (MPs, or millions of picture ele- 
ments) a camera's image sensor has, 
the better its photos will be. Image 
quality has a lot of other factors, so 
your best bet is to compare cameras 
by how good their output looks. 

That said, pictures you take at higher 
MP settings let you crop and enlarge 
them without losing much sharpness, 
if any. Low-MP images tend to get 
blocky when enlarged or cropped. 
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DSLR Camera Lenses 

Get A New View 

A DSLR camera gives you more control over your photos, and one of the keys to that control is a DSLR's ability to use different 
lenses. Some lenses magnify distant objects, while others let you fit more of a scene into a photo. 
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Standard Lens 

Most DSLR kits include a 
standard lens, which is built 
to frame a wide range of 
subjects with wide-angle 
and telephoto capabilities. 
You can step up to a stan- 
dard lens that's smaller and 
lighter than comparable 
lenses, so you can capture 
many images without get- 
ting tired. This also makes it 
easier to take shots in more 
confined spaces. 



Macro Lens 

These lenses are used 
primarily for close-up 
photography to magnify 
small objects that would 
otherwise appear blurry. 
Because this lens can 
sharply focus on tiny 
subject details, it offers 
a unique perspective. A 
macro lens is ideal for 
close-ups of flowers, dew 
drops, and details of items 
you're selling online. 



Wide-Angle Lens 

Any lens that has a 1 6 to 
35mm focal length is con- 
sidered a wide-angle lens. 
With this type of lens, you 
can capture more expan- 
sive views compared to 
a standard lens. Close-up 
objects appear larger than 
life, and faraway subjects 
always remain in focus. In 
close quarters, a wide-angle 
lens helps to include more 
people in a group photo. 



Pancake Lens 

Unlike all other types of 
DSLR lenses, a pancake 
lens is flat, thin, and light- 
weight. It offers a slightly 
wide angle for shooting 
but is a fixed focal length, 
which means it can't zoom. 
This essentially makes a 
DSLR function like a point- 
and-shoot camera, which 
can be handy when you 
don't want to mess with 
complex lens settings. 
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Use It To Your Advantage 

Lens Focal Length 

The importance of focal length is often overlooked when browsing camera options, and it's a feature that impacts the type and 
quality of photos you can take. Here, well explain what focal length is and how it comes into play when you're shooting pictures. 
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Focal Length Defined 

Focal length describes how far behind a camera's lens its 
image will be in focus, and thus its angle of view and level 
of magnification. For example, a lens with a focal length 
of 28mm or lower is considered a wide-angle lens, while 
a focal length of 75mm or higher is considered a telephoto 
lens. A 50mm lens, meanwhile, has a perspective that is 
close to what you see with your human eyes, so it's often 
called a "normal" lens today. (Be aware that digital camera 
lens focal lengths are expressed as "35mm equivalent" 
specs because many photographers are more familiar with 
the lens requirements of old 35mm film cameras. The actual 
lens figures of digital cameras differ because their image 
sensors are different sizes than a 35mm film frame.) 




Determine Your Focal Length Needs 

By understanding focal length, you'll be able to choose 
a camera or lens with the best features for your preferred 
shooting situation. For example, if you want a point-and- 
shoot camera and expect to snap photos from a long 
distance, opt for a camera with a 5X or higher optical 
zoom for a focal length of 1 75mm (35mm x 5). If you have 
a DSLR or compact system camera, you can use addi- 
tional lenses to capture shots with different perspectives. 
For instance, sweeping shots such as landscapes can be 
achieved with a wide-angle lens (28mm or lower focal 
length), whereas a telephoto lens (75mm or higher focal 
length) can capture faraway subjects, such as athletes at a 
sporting event or animals in their natural settings.
